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62. The electrical system of claim 61, wherein the signal conductor has a mounting portion 
for securing the signal conductor to a substrate, and wherein the electrical system further 
comprises a solder mass secured to the mounting portion of the signal conductor. 

63. The electrical system of claim 62, wherein the solder mass secured to the signal 
conductor comprises a solder ball. 

64. The electrical system of claim 62, wherein the solder mass secured to the signal
